however some method will 
have to be devised for mul¬ 
tiple anits where only one 
water bill is leeeived, as 
will have to be done with 
commercial accounts where 
the landlord pays the water 
and is billed other thaJi at 
Ihe commercial building of 
the trash disposal. 

It Is noted here, for con¬ 
cerned citizens, that out of 
the residential rate of $3.6il, 
the City will retain SI for 
administration and expenses. 
On the multiple units af 
$.1.60 per unit the city will 
also rrtain $1 from each unit 
for admi.nlstrative and ex¬ 
pense costs. On the commer¬ 
cial accounts, the City will 
deduct from the rate charged 
S2 for tneir administrative 
costs ano expenses. 

Here, a question comes to 
mind: In an apartment 

house now having ten indivi¬ 
dual units, will the City as¬ 
sess each $1, and how wilt 
the billinig be handled? Will 
all of the charges be on the 
principal billing and tlie 
apartment or multiple dwel¬ 
ling management collect the 
money from the tenants? 

A problem also exists in 
Commercial accounts: Many 
bins are shared by mei-- 
chants: as ma,ny as four use 
one bi.n. Will the bin therv 
be billed to one of the group 
and he will collect from the 
others, or will the city work 
out the billing to bill each 
for his share, and then will 
each be assessed $2? 

To us, the City seems t- 
have taken on a major pro¬ 
ject with very little discus¬ 
sion before the Council or 
the administrative staff as 
to just how the situation will 
be handled. We can foresee 
many Individuals and com¬ 
mercial accounts coming be¬ 
fore the City for iirterpreta- 
tion and solution.

stead of tying it to the con¬ 
sumer price index Is ap¬ 
proved by the board. 

A decision on which in¬ 
crease lid will be on the 
ballot will be made after 
the Cliief Administrative Of¬ 
ficer gives the board a re¬ 
port on consumer index ad¬ 
justments over the past sev¬ 
eral years. 

Schabarum says the pro¬ 
posed ceiling on County ex¬ 
penditures would limit all 
county monies to the amount 
appropriated the prior year, 
adjusted for inflation. 

That means, he explains, 
that if the Federal or State 
Governments, or even a pri¬ 
vate source, decided to im¬ 
plement a new program or 
enlarge an old one and pro¬ 
posed to fully fund it, the 
County would have to reject 
the funds or else reduce 
other programs. 

Such a Charter prohibi¬ 
tion, he adds, would do 
away with future mandated 
programs which often have 
to be funded by local taxes.

L. D. of Goleta writes, “As 
a man, I simply don’t imder- 
stand why woman want to 
use such clumsy terms as 
chairperson or committeeper- 
.sork Please explain?” 

These terms may sound 
awkward at first — but they 
are actually more accurate. 

Women object to being 
called men, just as men 
would not like to be ad¬ 
dressed as “chairwomain.” 

Even the awkwardness of 
such terms as “chairperson” 
make a point. It reminds us 
that all persons in positions 
of authority may very well 
cnot be male. 

The use of nonsexist terms 
has helped to break down 
discriminatory practices. For 
instance, a dramatic break- 
tlirough in forcing jobs open 
for women came when news- 
pap>ers no longer categorized 
jobs under columns labeled 
“Help W’anted — Men” and 
"Help Wanted — Women.” 

For the first time, women 
could apply for any job for 
which they were quallifed — 
and they could consid e r 
every job advertised.

Employ¬ 
ers were forced to examiive 
their prejudices in preferring 
one sex over another, know¬ 
ing that federal and state 
law demands equal opportu¬ 
nity for equally qualified 
people.
